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Abstract 

Farmers  and  hired  help  worked  about  the  same  number  of  hours  in  1984  as  the  year 
before.  Onfarm  labor  consumed  3.7  billion  hours.  However,  by  wording  under 
improved  weather  conditions  and  by  increasing  the  use  of  inputs  such  as  ferti¬ 
lizers,  farmers  raised  productivity  and  output  per  hour  of  labor  by  16  percent 
each.  Crop  farmers,  who  planted  more  acres,  increased  output  by  25  percent, 
livestock  production  slipped  2  percent.  Fertilizer  use  climbed  21  percent  to 
21.9  million  tons.  Onfarm  machinery  inventories  changed  little. 
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Preface 


This  report  is  one  of  five  in  the  Economic  Indicators  of  the  Farm  Sector  series. 
Other  reports  are  Farm  Sector  Review,  Costs  of  Production,  National  Financial 
Summary  (formerly,  the  Income  and  Balance  Sheet  Statistics) ,  and  State  Financial 
Summary  (formerly,  the  State  Income  and  Balance  Sheet  Statistics). 

This  annual  report  includes  major  time  series  which  reflect  changes  in  farm 
production,  production  inputs,  and  production  efficiency.  Time  series  data  are 
presented  for  the  United  States  and,  in  most  cases,  for  10  farm  production  regions. 
We  did  not  compute  regional  production  indexes  and  other  directly  related  indexes 
for  1984.  They  will  be  published  next  year.  The  text  highlights  changes  since 
the  previous  year  or  specified  time  period. 

We  usually  revise  data  only  for  the  year  preceding  the  year  in  the  title,  but 
some  tables  reflect  changes  for  several  years.  This  year,  acreages  of  crops 
harvested  and  cropland  used  for  crops  have  been  revised  back  to  1979  and  some  in¬ 
put  accounts  have  been  revised  back  to  1978.  Indexes  of  animal  units  and  some 
machinery  number  revisions  date  back  to  1979.

Production  and  Efficiency  Statistics,  1984 


Background 

In  1984,  dramatic  weather  improvements  broke  1983' s  severe  drought.  This,  com¬ 
bined  with  the  return  to  production  of  millions  of  acres  idled  by  1983  Government 
programs,  resulted  in  the  largest  recorded  relative  increase  in  farm  output  since 
the  1930's.  Crop  production  rose  25  percent,  although  livestock  production  was 
off  2  percent. 

Crop  yields  averaged  11  percent  higher  in  1984  with  oats,  rice,  rye,  peanuts, 
cotton,  and  tobacco  setting  individual  records. 

A  40-million-acre  increase  in  cropland  used  for  crops  contributed  to  the  produc¬ 
tion  upturn.  Area  harvested  increased  20  million  acres  for  corn,  5  million  for 
sorghum,  6  million  for  food  grains,  and  4  million  for  soybeans. 


Highlights 

Farm  output  in  1984  rose  17  percent  above  the  severely  reduced  levels  of  1983 
(table  1).  Feed  grain  production  increased  72  percent.  Cotton  production  leaped 
67  percent.  Smaller  increases  for  other  commodity  groups  ranged  from  22  percent 
for  tobacco  to  4  percent  for  fruits  and  nuts.  Production  of  sugar  crops  declined 
slightly. 

Production  of  livestock  and  products,  which  had  been  at  record  or  near-record 
levels  every  year  since  1980,  dropped  slightly.  Meat  animal  production  was  off  2 
percent  as  hog  and  sheep  output  fell  5  percent  and  10  percent,  respectively. 

Milk  production  fell  3  percent.  Production  of  poultry  products  set  a  record  high, 
spurred  by  broiler  increases  of  nearly  5  percent. 

Harvested  crop  acreage  totaled  348  million  acres,  42  million  above  the  year  before 
(table  12).  Acreage  increases  included  26  million  for  feed  grains,  6  million  for 
food  grains,  4  million  for  soybeans,  and  3  million  for  cotton. 

Land  used  to  produce  agricultural  products  for  export  totaled  111  million  acres 
in  1984  down  13  million  acres.  Thirty-two  percent  of  cropland  produced  export 
crops  in  1984,  down  from  the  record-high  41  percent  of  1983.  Food  grains  accounted 
for  34  percent  of  total  export  acreage;  oil  crops,  32  percent;  feed  grains,  22 
percent;  cotton,  4  percent;  and  all  other  crops,  8  percent. 

Cropland  used  for  crops  increased  to  373  million  acres,  40  million  acres  more 
than  1983  when  major  cropland  diversion  programs  reduced  acres  planted  (table  13). 
More  acres  were  planted  in  all  regions,  most  notably  the  Corn  Belt,  Lake  States, 
Northern  Plains,  and  Southern  Plains  (tables  14  through  23).  Indexes  of  acreage 
increased  in  all  regions  during  1983-84,  ranging  from  4  percent  in  the  Northeast 
and  Pacific  regions  to  19  percent  in  the  Corn  Belt  (table  24). 
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Crop  production  per  acre  is  the  index  of  crop  production  expressed  as  a  percent¬ 
age  of  the  index  of  cropland  used  for  crops  and  indicates  relative  annual  yields 
of  all  crops  combined  (table  25).  Crop  yields  averaged  11  percent  higher  in  1984 
with  records  reported  for  oats  (58.1  bushels  per  acre),  rice  (4,926  pounds),  rye 
(33  bushels),  peanuts  (2,918  pounds),  cotton  (610  pounds),  and  tobacco  (2,187 
pounds).  Yields  for  corn,  sorghum  grain,  and  soybeans  were  31,  16,  and  8  percent 
higher,  respectively,  but  did  not  reach  record  levels. 

Animal  units  of  breeding  livestock  declined  2  percent  in  1984  (table  26).  Breed¬ 
ing  milk  cows  on  farms  increased  slightly  in  1984.  Beef  cows  and  breeding  sows 
declined  about  1  percent  each.  Hens  and  pullets  dropped  4  and  8  percent,  respec¬ 
tively.  Breeding  ewes  were  down  6  percent. 

Livestock  production  per  breeding  unit  in  1984  reached  a  record  high,  1  percent 
above  the  record  set  in  1983.  Milk  production  per  cow  edged  1  percent  lower  in 
1984  to  12,495  pounds.  Laying  hens  averaged  two  fewer  eggs  than  a  year  ago, 
bringing  the  rate  of  lay  to  245  eggs  per  bird. 

Fertilizer  use  increased  21  percent  to  21.9  million  tons  (table  27).  Of  the 
primary  nutrients,  nitrogen  use  increased  22  percent  to  11.1  million  tons. 
Phosphate  use,  at  4.9  million  tons,  and  potash  use,  at  5.8  million  tons,  were  up 
19  and  20  percent,  respectively  (tables  28  through  30). 

All  regions  reported  more  fertilizer  use  in  1984.  Increases  were  greatest  in  the 
Corn  Belt  and  Lake  States.  Consumption  of  the  individual  plant  nutrients,  nitro¬ 
gen,  phosphate,  and  potash,  generally  followed  total  use  patterns. 

Fertilizer  application  rates  were  generally  up.  Nitrogen  application  rates  on 
corn  and  wheat  hit  record  levels,  while  potash  application  rates  for  corn  also 
reached  an  all-time  high. 

Onfarm  machinery  inventories  as  of  January  1,  1985,  changed  little  from  a  year 
earlier  as  domestic  demand  for  farm  machinery  continued  to  decline.  U.S.  farmers 
purchased  $7.28  billion  of  new  and  used  farm  machinery  in  1984,  down  5  percent 
from  the  year  before  and  off  sharply  from  the  record-high  $11.75  billion  in  1979. 
We  estimate  that  farmers  bought  $6.4  to  $6.6  billion  of  machinery  in  1985  as  the 
farm  economy  continued  weak. 

Since  1980,  farmers  have  spent  relatively  more  on  repairing  their  machinery  than 
they  have  on  new  purchases.  Farmers  annually  spent  23  to  33  cents  on  repairs  for 
each  dollar  spent  on  purchases  during  the  1970's.  This  amount  increased  to  about 
60  cents  in  1984,  reflecting  increased  maintenance  expenditures  and  lower  demand 
for  new  farm  machinery. 

The  total  onfarm  tractor  inventory  for  January  1,  1985,  rose  a  bit  because  of  a 
slight  increase  in  the  wheel  tractor  inventory  to  4.53  million  vehicles  (table 
31).  Farmers  continued  to  replace  older  wheel  tractors  with  more  powerful  ones 
even  though  the  average  size  of  over-40-horsepower  (hp)  wheel  tractor  purchases 
fell  from  104  hp  in  1984  to  a  projected  99  hp  in  1985.  The  average  per  unit  size 
for  the  January  1,  1985,  tractor  inventory  remained  unchanged  from  a  year  earlier 
at  66.5  hp.  Harvesting  equipment  inventories  for  January  1,  1985,  remained  un¬ 
changed  from  year— earlier  levels,  but  the  motor  truck  inventory  dropped  about  1 
percent  to  3.38  million  vehicles. 
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Hours  of  labor  used  on  farms  in  1984  totaled  3.7  billion,  a  small  increase  over 
1983  (tables  32  and  33).  It  took  2.2  billion  hours  to  grow  crops,  1  billion 
hours  to  raise  livestock,  and  the  remaining  500  million  hours  to  handle  overhead 
and  miscellaneous  operations. 


Farm  labor  consumed  6  percent  more  time  than  the  year  before  and  was  greater  for 
most  crop  groups.  Hours  spent  on  cotton  production  increased  37  percent  after 
abnormally  low  production  caused  a  32-percent  plunge  in  1983.  Labor  hours  for 
feed  grains  rose  25  percent  mainly  because  of  the  rise  in  the  production  of  com. 
Labor  hours  increased  for  vegetables,  food  grains,  and  oil  crops,  at  11,  4,  and  3 
percent,  respectively.  The  amount  of  time  worked  decreased  1  percent  or  less  for 
hay  and  forage,  sugar  crops,  and  tobacco. 


Labor  hours  required  for  the  production  of  all  livestock  continued  to  trend  down¬ 
ward,  by  7  percent  from  1983  to  1984.  Hours  needed  for  milk-cow  work  dipped  14 
percent,  while  hours  for  meat  animals  and  poultry  slipped  5  and  3  percent,  respec¬ 
tively. 


Farm  labor  hours  increased  in  most  regions  (tables  34  through  44).  The  Northern 
Plains  gained  the  most,  5  percent,  followed  by  the  Pacific  region,  4  percent,  and 
the  Corn  Belt,  3  percent.  Appalachian  labor  rose  2  percent,  and  labor  in  the  Lake 
States  and  Southern  Plains  each  edged  upward  1  percent.  Mountain  region  labor 
moved  slightly  higher.  Northeast  labor  dropped  4  percent,  while  labor  in  the 
Southeast  and  Delta  States  slipped  slightly. 


Total  farm  labor  productivity  increased  16  percent  (table  45).  Production  per 
hour  for  all  livestock  rose  5  percent;  labor  productivity  for  milk  cows,  poultry, 
and  meat  animals  increased  13,  7,  and  4  percent,  respectively.  Labor  productivity 
for  all  crops  gained  18  percent.  Feed  grains  gained  the  most,  up  38  percent, 
followed  by  cotton  and  tobacco,  at  23  and  22  percent,  respectively.  Other  in 
creases  occurred  in  oil  crops,  16  percent,  hay  and  forage  and  food  grains,  7 
percent  each,  and  fruits  and  nuts,  4  percent.  The  sugar  crops  group  was  un¬ 
changed.  The  only  decline  in  labor  productivity  occurred  in  the  vegetable  group, 

down  1  percent. 

Each  farmworker  (farmworkers  include  farm  operators,  hired  workers,  and  unpaid 
family  workers)  produced  farm  products  for  77  people  in  1984,  2  fewer  people  than 
in  1983  but  considerably  above  the  48  people  in  1970  (table  56).  Because  of 
structural  and  technological  changes,  productivity  gains  have  allowed  fewer 
farmworkers  to  supply  more  people,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  The  Nation  s  farming 
sector  continued  to  modernize  and  specialize.  Rather  than  purchasing  income-pro¬ 
ducing  inputs  such  as  machinery,  land,  or  milk  cows,  farmers  increasingly  leased 
them.  Farmers  more  frequently  bought  rather  than  grew  their  livestock  feed  and 
had  fertilizer  applied  and  grain  dried  by  farm-service  businesses.  Such  practices 
enhance  the  ability  of  one  farmworker  to  produce  more  goods.  For  every  worker  on 
farms,  five  to  six  nonfarmworkers  produce  resources  and  provide  services  used  in 
producing,  processing,  transporting,  wholesaling,  and  retailing  farm  products. 

Total  Quantity  of  farm  inputs  increased  1  percent  from  1983  (table  57).  Farm 
labor  use  reversed  its  long-term  downward  trend,  rising  more  than  1  percent  as 
the  effects  of  the  payment-in-kind  (PIK)  and  other  acreage-reduction  programs 
tapered  off  and  some  idled  land  returned  to  production.  Agricultural  chemical 
use  rose  14  percent  because  fertilizer  and  pesticides  were  both  substantially 
higher.  Miscellaneous  inputs  climbed  11  percent.  In  total,  these  rising  npu 
groups  accounted  for  29  percent  of  the  inputs  used  in  production.  The  following 
inputs  declined— farm  real  estate,  by  2  percent;  mechanical  power  and  machinery. 
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by  1  percent;  feed,  seed,  and  livestock  purchases,  down  slightly;  and  taxes  and 
interest,  by  4  percent.  These  four  input  groups  were  71  percent  of  all  inputs 
used  in  production  in  1984. 

Purchased  inputs  increased  5  percent,  reflecting  stepped-up  applications  of  fer¬ 
tilizer  and  pesticides.  Nonpurchased  inputs  fell  2  percent;  although  operator 
and  unpaid  family  labor  increased,  depreciation  of  capital  items  and  inputed  in¬ 
terest  charges  declined.  Purchased  inputs  were  53  percent  of  all  inputs  used  by 
farmers  in  1984. 

Total  farm  input  use  was  about  the  same  or  higher  in  all  regions  (tables  58 
through  67).  Little  change  occurred  in  the  Corn  Belt,  Northern  Plains,  and  the 
Southeast  regions.  The  Lake  States  increased  1  percent.  The  Northeast,  Appa¬ 
lachian,  Southern  Plains,  and  Mountain  regions  each  rose  about  2  percent.  The 
Delta  States  and  Pacific  regions  increased  3  and  4  percent,  respectively. 

Farm  output  per  unit  of  input  for  the  United  States  jumped  16  percent  (tables  68 
and  69).  More  favorable  weather  was  the  major  reason.  Production  was  nearly  17 
percent  higher  with  only  a  1-percent  increase  in  input  use.
